end. His first thought was the danger 
of explosion or escape of steam, and in 
some way he managed to force open 
the Mecnguetaaer teenage and after a 
terrible struggle he dragged himeelf 
through to the outside of the car. This 
window is only about 7 or 8 inches 
wide, but Mr. Caverly says the thought 
of fire or sealding steam inside lent him 
strength to perform a feat that at any 
other time would be impossible. He 
was badly cut on the head, hand, and 
shin, and vor ee bruised, many of 
the cute req om stitches, and he lost a 
large pelt of blood. He says he 
would not repeat the experience for 
worlds, 

Migs Mackintosh, of the Model School 
staff of teachers in this village, was one 
of the first out of the car, and escaped

together. Mrs. .Roberts was cattiod 
forward three or four seat lengths and 
hoisted nearly to the top of the car 
among the debris. Her clothing was 
nearly all taken off her, and she was so 
badly bruised that she has since been 
entirely prostrated. Her injuries are 
much more serious than at firet reported. 

Loomis and the child escaped 
with slight bruises. All had to be 
taken out through broken windows. 

Mrs. Coleman Harris, of Madoc 
township, had her knee-cap badly 
fractured, besides other serious bruises. 

Mr. James English, Deputy Reeve, 
Madoc township, escaped unburt. 

Mrs. Keene, Madoc, was badly bruised 
and prostrated by the shock.

The 
old time thunder storme from the south, 
southeast and southwest, will not get here 
this year. This will be a remarkable season 
for heat and dryness, and the heat and dry- 
neas will set in ‘pretty soon and will be last- 
ing. The North Atlantic ocean will get 
heavy rainfalls, but these falle will not dis. 
perse themselves over the continent. The 
extension of the telegraph system has much 
to do with local storms, and one wire extend- 
ed upwards being sufficient to disperse any 
body of electricity. Of course when a storm 
does come, cities suffer more than outlying 
positions, for the telegraph wires act as con- 
ductors and ran all the electricity into the 
cities. This year, however, | don’t look for 
any great electrical. disturbances, but it is 
just possible that the dry weather may break 
ap with a storm from the north.”’

AN UNFORTUNATE QUARREL IN MONO. 


Onanorvittr, May 28.—A quarrel 
over the right to fish in Nottawa Creek 
at Glencross, Mono Township, has end- 
ed in the death of James Scott and the 
indictment of Henry Atkinson, a well- 
to-do farmer, for manslaughter. On

When Atkinson and Carson 
came along thyy were met by Scott,who 
asked for the 25 cents. They refused 
to pay anything, and threatened to duck 
him if he insisted. A scuffle ensued, 
Scott, it is said, hitting Atkinson with 
astick he had in his hand. Scott re- 
treate:! to ae help, a Atkinson 
ickedl up a stone, weighing nearly 
fteen iad aad threw it rk him. 
Tt struck his on the head, behind the 
left ear, felling him to the ground. 
Just as Atkinson was throwing the stono 
Scott's father-in-law and brother-in-law, 
who were working in an adjacent shed, 
came out and witnessed the occurrence. 
They assisted Scott to his feet and took 
him home, Atkinson being arrested for 
common assault, but afterwards allowed 
outon bail. After living for seven 
days Scott died on Monday night at 
10,30. He was conscious to the last 
and able to sit up occasionally, though 
suffering a great deal from a fracture 
about the size of a copper immediately 
behind his left ear. During his illness 
he several times .in detail the
